Rationing of tea and coffee in 
Canada was discontinued at mid- 
night last night, it was announced 
by the Prices Board. 

The board also announced can- 
of regulations limiting 
otels, restaurants, institutions and 
other quota users to a serving of 
one cup of coffee or one pot of 
tea at a sitting. Hotels and restaur- 
ants may return to their former 
practice, if they so desire, of serv- 
ing additional tea and coffee 

The question of charging for any 
extra serving is left to the hotel 
or restaurant, but if a charge is 
made, pricing regulations remain 
and it must not be more than the 
regular a la carte charge. No extra 
sugar will be provided for the extra 
serving and cream will be provided 
for only one serving. However 
milk may be provided for one or 
more servings 


FOLLOWING POLICY 

The board's announcement said 
that by discontinuing the rationing 
the board was following its policy 
of lifting restrictions immediately 
supplies and the outlook for future 
supplies warrant 

Retailers, wholesalers and quota 
users have been advised by the 
ration administration that all tea 
and coffee ration documents and 
forms in their possession may be | 
consigned to the paper salvage | 
authorities, the board said. 

Ration Book No. 5, scheduled for 
distribution between Oct, 14 and

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Spectacular Post-War Trials 


Of War Criminals Are Unlikely 


LONDON, Sept. 19.—-(AP} 
—Persons looking forward to 
spectacular post-war trials of 
war criminals are likely to be 
disappointed. There may not 
be any “war criminals” left ‘to 


try. 

The possibility of such an out- 
come emerged as the United Na- 
tions War Crimes Commission 
confessed after nine months’ 
labor that its task of bringing 
criminals to justice is proving 
extremely complicated and to 
some extent slipping out of its 
hands. 

The commission's headquarters in 
the London law courts has gathered 
voluminous files of evidence of 
Axis atrocities and the chairman, 
Sir Cecil Hurst, said a partial list 
of offenders recommended for trial 
has been compiled. He declined, 
however, to say who or how many 
are on it 
MANY DIFFICULTIES 

The plain fact is that the com- 
mission cannot do more than the 
United Nations governments auth- 
orized it to do. It is up to the 
individual countries to decide how 


to handle the cases of war crim- 
inals in their hands. The Soviet 
Union is not participating in the 


work of the crimes commission 

The Russians began coriducting 
their own trials of war criminals 
last Decem er when the commis- 
sion was still busy with details of 
organization. Russia has con- 
demned and executed a number 
of them. 

Battle casualties, including guer- 
rilla actions, assassinations, sui- 
cides, air raids and insanity al- 
most certainly will remove many 
war criminals from the jurisdiction 
of the crimes commission 


KILL THOSE INSANE 


Offenders clearly insane could be 
killed by summary action but not 
punished in the legal sense. (Brit- 
ain’s most prominent Nazi prison- 
er, Rudolf Hess, is understood to 
be a mental case now.) 

The French forces of the in- 
terior and Belgium patriots have 
been dealing with many collab- 
orationists. This exuberant wave 
of popular justice is likely to en- 


gulf all Europe before the last 
shot is fired. 

Inside Germany the situation 
may be complicated by disillusion- 


ed Germans inflicting vengeance 
on the thousands of Nazi officials 
and the Gestapo now browbeating 
them into a last-ditch defence. The 
Germans might even surprise the 
world by killing Hitler before the 
post-war argument over what *‘u| 
do with him could start .

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What Is Insurance? 


Insurance companies have served notice 
that they will not pay for crowd or mob 
damage ‘done to British Columbia liquor 
stores on V-Day if these establishments 
are closed. The point has not arisen in 
Alberta because the closing of stores has 
not been announced as yet. It is of interest 
to Albertans, however, because action by 
the companies in one province must be sup- 
posed to indicate their action in other 
provinces in like circumstances. 

Apvarently the insurance companies 
take the ground, at least in British Colum- 
bia, that they can abrogate their contracts 
and excuse themselves from liability when- 
ever they wish —that is, whenever they 
think the risk is likely to be greater than 
usual. 

It is difficult to understand the con- 
ception of insurance which lies behind 
such a claim. Why, do the companies sup- 
pose, insurance policies are taken out and 
premiums paid? If the insured has to carry 
the risk when protection is or may be most 
needed, why bother insuring at ail? And if 
insurance policies can be nullified off-hand 
by the companies when they suspect a mob 
is likely to wreck a liquor store, can fire 
or life or accident insurance policies be also 
suspended at will because the risk in these 
cases some time seems to be more real 
than it ordinarily is? 

A fitting reply to this ultimatum from 
the insurance companies would be to tell 
them they will either carry the risk on V- 
Day or lose the licenses under which they 
do business.

at all. It is fairly evident that it was not 
meant to produce such results. It was a 
weapon of frenzy and despair aimed at un- 
armed people, aimed particularly at a 
great city which is not and never was dis- 
tinctively a munitions centre or a military 
key-point. 

But of the so-called “secret” weapons 
which the Nazis have thus far brought into 
use. this has been undoubtedly the most 
effective in causing death and destruction. 
Though defence measures cut down its ef- 
fectiveness so that only 9 per cent of the 
bombs reached targets, it did frightful 
havoc while these preventatives were being 
developed. In the end its buzz-bomb prob- 
ably did Germany more harm than good, 
for the production of planes had to be 
curtailed in order that these missiles could 
be turned out in numbers; and planes were 
of vital consequence to the Reich as enemy 
forces crowded in on its eastern and west- 
ern borders. 

One thing the robot has done, however, 
which cannot be ignored. It has shown 
that Goebbels’ palaver about “secret” 
weapons was not all propaganda. Its ef- 
fectiveness in the miserable kind of “war” 
in which it has been employed is a warn- 
ing that the Nazi arsenal may hold other 
surprises, perhaps of more use as military 
implements. + 

The weather of late has not been giving 
the Alberta farmer the co-operation that 
was hoped for. But at least the province 
has been neither swept by a huricane nor 
shaken by an earthquake. The point is 
worth noting. ¥ 

Belgium wants 20,000 tons of Canadian 
wheat, to be shipped as soon as transporta- 
tion can be arranged.

Having withdrawn from the 
Democratic party and been re- 
jected by the Republicans, Mr. 
Wendell Willkie is now free, as 
never before, to say what he 
thinks about politics. He says it 
in Collier's, and in a fashion to 
make the political managers of 
Soth parties grieve. For both 
parties, he declares, have got off 
in the presidential election on the 
wrong foot and their plans for 
maintaining peace seem to pro- 
vide, on the contrary, a sure recipe 


| for the third world war. 


| Mr. Willkie’s attack on both 
party organizativns, with their 


cut-and-dried platforms which the 
convention delegates hardly read 
or understood, is chiefly of con- 
cern to Americans. But his attack 
on the shibboleth of “sovereignity” 
is of importance to every nation 
in the world. In brief, Mr. Willkie 
brands as total hypocrisy the 
theory, now preachéd by both 
American parties, that “national 
sovereignty” must never be in- 
fringed and, at the same time, that 
there can be true collective se- 
to maintain world peace 
Says Mr. Willkie: 

“Both platforms and candidates 
used the word ‘sovereign’ to indi- 
cate something that must be secure- | 
lest we lose our inde- | 
pendence as a nation. And in so] 
using it, they were deliberately try- | 
ing to soothe the fears of those 


| people who do not want to give up 


| their sovereignty;

sake of a common good. 

“We are presented with an ex- 
traordinary proposition: We are 
jealously to guard our sovereignty; 
other nations are likewise to guard 
but somehow all

stands pat and refuses to yield 
any individual right or privilege, 
there is no agreement. Yet it is

What 
we shall create is at best a consul- 
tative pact of the ‘peace-loving’ na- 
tions, an arrangement which may 
be different in words, but in fact 
will not differ at all from most of 
the alliances of history; it is not 
easy in such circumstances to re- 
solve to use ‘everything from an 
editorial to a 16-inch gun’ (a phrase 
attributed to Mr. Dewey) to pre- 
serve peace, or to proclaim the 
rights of small nations in their rela- 
tion to the Big Four. An interna- 
tional organization empowered to 
Maintain ‘permanent peace,” “or- 


| mands something more. 

“To attain such an organiza- 
tion, nations must agree to joint 
responsibilities and to limitation 
of individual freedom of choice 
in certain specific situations, as 
in a limited partnership. To be 
realistic,; we should say frankly, 
‘We are exchanging this small 
measure of our traditional sov- 
ereignty for the greater good of 
preventing wars among men.’ 
Only when we, with other peace- 
loving nations, are willing to 
make such exchange for the com- 
mon welfare will the rights of 
small nations be observed, and 
only then can our 16-inch guns 
be used with those of other na- 
tions as a necessary final recourse 
in the prevention of future wars. 
If this is no comfort to the na- 
tionalists in our midst, it is pfob- 
ably no comfort to them either 
to be told that, in helping to 
create an organization which will 
limit the sovereign right of all 
nations to make war at will, we 
shall be using, not sacrificing, 
America’s sovereignty to the end 
for which it was intended: the 
security and peace of the Ameri- 
can people.”

Mr. Dewey uttered one sentence 
which goes right to the heart of 
what concerns those of us who pray 
for a genuine international organ- 
ization, transcending any deal be- 
tween great powers. He said, “Force 
breeds revolt unless it is the ser- 
vant of the law.” With that one 
sentence he could have opened a 
real discussion about the creation 
of a law of nations. But he did not 
elaborate the sentence by a single 
additional word. 

Yet that is the real issue. In org- 
anizational terms it is the question 
of how the assembly, the world 
court and the use of force can be 
integrated. Nowhere is the purpose 


of the assembly defined. Yet a 
judgment of the world court is 
meaningless unless made in the 


light of an international law which 
the council is committed to uphold 
and enforce. And where shall the 
law come from, if it is to be a just 
and democratic law, binding on the 
whole world. 

All representative systems, wher- 
ever in the world, have a parliament 
to make laws, a court to interpret 
them, and an executive to admin- 
ister and enforce them. Translated 
into familiar terms of nations who 
within themselves maintain law and 
order—ergo peace—what is appar- 


ently being considered in Dumbar- 
ton Oaks is the following: 
The legislative, interpreting and 


enforcing power will all rest de 
facto in the council. The assembly 
will be a political and the court a 
juridical advisor. No jaw binding 
on all will be binding on the great 
powers-in the council. For each of 
these will have the sovereign right 
to veto itself outside the law. Since 
this is the abnegation of any con- 
cept of law, there will be no law 
—such as was proposed last March 
by the committee of 140 interna- 
tional lawyers and scholars called 
together by the Carnegie Peace 
Foundation. 


In the absence of law, binding on 
all, there will therefore be the 
maintenance of peace by force and 


diplomacy as iong as the big three 
agree among themselves, agree- 
ment to be reached by dividing the 
world into spheres, each great 
power keeping out of the other's 
area. Since it is impossible to 
divide the world into areas which 
do not overlap, and since the 
danger of a world war will only 
come from one or another of the 
great powers, this form of organi- 
zation is utterly fragile.

DETROIT, Sept. 19.— (AP) —Hal Newhouser, the Ameri- 
can League's biggest winner among left-handed pitchers in 
a decade, grinned contentedly Monday when manager Steve 
O'Neill named him for the opener today of Detroit's show-

said and written about him when 
he couldn't win. 

“I'd like nothing better than to 
win No. six from Yankees tomor- 
row,” said Newhouser. “I beat them 
five straight before they knocked 
me out last time I faced them 
Besides, they need a sweep of this 
three-game series, and I would like 
to stop them right at the start.” 
| Backed by his superlative record, 
Newhouser naturally is confident. 
For that matter, it’s largely a wave 
of confidence that transformed the 
lanky southpaw from a notable 
non-winner of 1943 to the biggest 
winner in the majors this season 

What's behind the big change? 

“Well, for one thing, I couldn't 
get the ball over the plate last sea- 
son,” explained Newhouser. “If you 
look in the record books, you'll 
find a notation that I walked 111 
batters to top the league last sea- 


son. I think they call it an out- 
standing performance, imagine 
that. 


‘Toward the end of last season 
Paul Richards, our catcher, started 
talking to me about controlling my 
temper as a means of gaining con- 
trol on the mound. I've always 
been a hard loser and I would 
storm and stamp plenty. The story 
got around last season that I 
smashed a bunch of pop bottles 
in the clubhouse after losing a 
tough one at Washington. I used 
to get plenty sore, but there's 
nothing to that story. 

“Somehow, I learned to contro! 
myself and at the same time to 
control my pitches. It makes a big 
difference (won 25 as compared to 
8 last year). I'm going to be all 
right now.”

It would seem that vegetables are 
many children’s phobia. Especially 
the child from 2 to 3 years of age 
who has reached an age when he 
can voice his distastes and fight 
against them. 

In such cases it sometimes seems 
to me that what mothers really 
when they say the child 


mean f 
won't eat vegetables, is that he 
lwon't eat “boiled” vegetables. 


There can be a disagreeable, wry 
taste to vegetables which are old 
and strong and badly cooked, 
Mashed vegetables may be unpleas- 
ant to the child who has always had 
them finely sieved. 

Both fruits e.d vegetables offer 
similar vitamin and mineral prop- 
erties so that while one is working 
to help the child build up a new 
taste for vegetables, increase the 
fruits in the diet 

Think up new ways to serve 
vegetables and remind yourself that 
you are smarter than a 2-year-old 
and can outwit him even if you 
wouldn't dream of forcing vege- 
tables on him. 

Take raw, mild vegetables, like 
young carrots or turnips or crisp 
celery, or all three, and grind 
them in a meat grinder. Add a 
half cup of the vegetables to one 
cup of milk, one or even two egg 
yolks and a little salt. Steam or 
bake this in a custard cup set in 
the oven in a pan of water and 
the child will gobble it’ down 
without beina aware he is eating 
the despised vegetables. The 
vegetables also are a nice addi- 
tion to tart fruit-flavored gela- 


tines. 


Any pleasing combination of 
ground, raw vegetables may be 
mixed to a paste with salad dres- 
sing (made with lemon juice in- 


stead of vinegar) and put between 
one inch by one inch sandwiches. 
These make pleasant mouthfuls, 
along with the rest of the meal 

Cooked or raw vegetables may be 
added to a hard-cooked egg yolk, 
seasoned nicely and stuffed back 
into the white of the egg. They are 
grand for lunches 

Add a little of the cooked vege- 
table to the child's favorite food, 
maybe mashed potato, and increase 
the portion until its own taste is 
acceptable to him 

Cut the raw vegetables into thin 


slivers and crisp in ice water and 
let the child “dunk” them in salt 
as he eats 

And soup, thick with vege- 


tables, may be strained and bar 
ley, rice or noodies added to the 
broth. Don't say your child won't 
eat vegetables until! you have ex 
hausted every possible way of 
preparing them.
